Vildfowl in particular will be very 
bundant according to the reports, 
here being more ducks and geese in 
ome parts of the country than the 
ldest inhabitants have ever seen be- 
ore. 
These are glad tidings to millions 
f people and news of importance to 
ther millions who are not sportsmen, 
ecause this increase of game means 
n important addition to the food sup- 
ly of the nation and a large increase 
i revenue to states which have prop- 
rly 
organized

departments, 
/hat is most interesting of all about 
, however, is the fact that this large 
^crease of wildfowl within a short 
eriod is an exceedingly impressive 
emonstration of the value and effect- 
Teness of scientific game protection, 
here is no doubt at all that by far 
le most important agency in bring- 
ig about this remarkable increase of 
ame birds, and especially of water- 
>wl, has been the Federal law, rein- 
irced by treaty with Canada, one of 
le most beneficial effects of which 
as been to do away with the spring 
looting which was formerly so de- 
ructive to wildfowl and which, in- 
*ed, was mainly responsible for the 
'ctinction of some species.

*al law provided for the first time a

THE INSECT LESSON. 
From the Atlanta Constitution 
The sluggard was well-advised of 
old when he was told to “go to the 
ant” and— turn over a new leaf. 
From that far day to this the ant 
has been giving lessons in industry 
and resourcefulness to the sluggards 
of the human race— however little 
they may have been heeded. 
In this connection the following 
from 
the 
Toronto 
Sunday 
World, 
which rightly claims that an ant hill 
has solved many complicated mining 
problems, is of interest, though it may 
seem to be ‘stretching” the imagina­ 
tion— 
“Thousands of ants working in­ 
stinctively perform miraculous engi­ 
neering feats with amazing efficiency 
and without profiteering. 
Each ant 
finds its own work and the teamwork 
when big problems must be solved is 
surprisingly 
efficient. 
When 
one 
shift of workers tires or must stop for 
food or rest, its place is taken by other 
workers equally skillful, so that not 
a moment is lost. 
When an ant be­ 
comes covered with dirt, others imme­ 
diately clean it by washing and brush­ 
ing. 
During their mining operations 
in digging holes and removing an ant 
is often injured, 
whereupon 
others 
rush it to a quieter gallery, where first 
aid may be administered. 
The re­ 
sourcefulness of these little engineers 
has been found to anticipate many of 
our recent efficiency methods.” 
Practically the same story has been 
told in books dealing with the insect 
world, and it is a wronder that the 
“sons of rest” of various communi­ 
ties, with plenty of time to observe 
the working wrays, even of 
insects, 
haven’t profited by them in taking the 
lessons home— the lessons of individ­ 
ual team work, for the benefit of all. 
Too many are like little children, 
who watch the thrifty ants building 
their mimie storehouses, only to block 
their progress, or destroy their work 
when completed. 
This class neither 
helps in world achievement or stands 
aside to let the industrial procession 
pass. 
Compared generally with what the 
insect kingdom accomplishes in thrift 
and forethought, we are no so far ad­ 
vanced after all.

In Many Parts of the V/orld the Use 
of Gold and Silver Is Prac­ 
tically Unknown. 


In odd corners of tYe world many 
queer things are used jbs money* 
In China you may flnti in circulation 
lumps of gold or silver bearing murks 
which show that they were first issued 
hundreds of years a^o. 
In shape they 
aro square oval or oblong, and they 
weigh anything up to 1% pounds. The 
Chinese also use small strips of brass 
or copper, some of which are worth 
less than a hundredth crt a penny. 
ÍSonte of the Mongol tribe» pay their 
hills with little cubes of compressed 
tea. 
In Burma one finds the cowrie shell 
used as money, while little porcelain 
coins take the place of halfpence. The 
inhabitants of some of the districts 
bordering the Persian gulf do their 
buying and selling with fishhooks of 
various sizes. 
Africa provides a weird assortment. 
Beads, elephant tusks and spear heads 
are all used as coins. 
In Oceania flint axes ore the most 
common means of exchange, hut we 
find considerable use made of parrots’ 
feathers woven into ropes. 
The real 
wild red Indian hardly exists now, but 
In a few remote countries, such as 
Alaska, he is still to be found using 
his shell money.
